Not Tax Exempt in Conn. 


Bridgeport, Conn., Jan: 23. — Motion 
picture films shown in Connecticut will 
not be exempt from taxation merely be- 
cause they are shown in churches or 
other religious of educational institutions. 
This is the substance of an opinion given 
by Attorney General Frank Healey to 
Tax Commissioner William H. Blodgett.

Monte Bayly Seeks Return of 
“Surplus” to England---Paris 
Shows Well Patronized 


London, Jan. 23 


(Special Cable to The 


Billboard).—Monte Bayly, organizer of 
the Variety Artistes’ Federation, reports 
after his six days’ trip to Paris that 


there are about 250 British dancing girls 
in Paris alone and possibly another 
hifhdred or more floating around France. 

Fully 70 per cent are at work, Bayly 
states, but the balance act as salary- 
crashers, also dangerous competitors of 
the French girls. Bayly interviewed all 
and sundry, hoping to find means of 
compelling all British girls, either con- 
tract jumpers or those whose contracts 
have expired, to return to England, there- 
by stabilizing salaries.

Damages Claimed by 
Theater Corporation 


New York, Jan. 23.—Alleging that they 
were damaged to the extent of $1,000 by

It is about time for the Provincetown 
Playhouse to switch from the groping, 
quizzical and depressing drama to some- 
thing more cheerful, lucid and entertain- 
ing. Otherwise the little Macdougal 
Street Theater will get the bad reputa- 
tion of being a good place to go for a 
big dose of the seamy Side of life. Even 
an experimental theater ought to have a 
measure of consideration for its friends. 

The Dream Play, be it ever so worthy 
@ masterpiece on the other side of the 
Atlantic, is absolutely hopeless as theate 
rical fare over here, Relentless and un- 
relieved pessimism has never found a 
market on the American stage, and there 
is ho sign that it ever will. Playgoers, 
consciously or unconsciously, resent being 
jed into the theater to hear somebody 
wail that “life. is evil” and “man is to 
be pitied’. They know that plenty well 
enough already. If the playwright could 
offer an explanation, a measure of ale 
leviation, or a way out, it would be dif- 
ferent. But merely to magnify earthly 
troubles, to show that man is a poor 
foolish creature doomed to continuous 
suffering—to rub it in with spiked gloves, 
in other words—is not likely to make 
much of a hit. 

In addition to this deadly feature, the 
multiplicity of scenes, necessitating many 
waits and many disturbances in the con- 
tinuity, is in itself disconcerting enough 
to exhaust the patience of most play- 
goers. Another thing about these pro- 
ductions with never less than a dezen 
scenes is that they look as tho the plays 
have been selected more for the possi- 
bilities they offer to the scenic artist 
than for their value as entertainment. 

Strindberg’s present theme, if it is to 
be expounded at all on the stage, should 
be presented in the form of.satire or 
comedy. Poking fun at troubles and 
misfortunes—especially if they are tne 
troubles and misfortunes of others—gen- 
erally proves amusing to those who go 
to the theater. But pure pessimism, ex- 
pressionistic or otherwise, is out of place 
on the stage. It belongs in the library, 
where those who enjoy such indulgence 
can seek it and amuse themselves with 
it in private. 

Altho the cast of characters is even 
longer than the synopsis of scenery, the 
relevant acting is done by only six or 
eight persons. The heaviest burden falls 
upon the sheulders of Mary Fowler, who 
also appeared in the similarly hopeless 
American venture known as’ Roger 


Bloomer, produced a few seasons ago.

major discrepancies. First of all, the play 
is a profound philosophical discussion 
rather than a comedy, Of course, the 
humor of the situation may have been 
more apparent and keener before the 
adaptation and according to the con- 
tinental playgoer’s-idea of comedy, but 
in the present circumstances things are

quite different. The second handicap is 
that the discussion is carried on in the 


plaintive and strained tones that seldom 
convey reality and frequently become 
tiresome—even painful—to an audience. 

The theme, however, is one that lends 
itself nicely to comic or satiric treatment. 
Longevity is the topic, and the central 
character in the play is a woman whe 
has been enabled by “the Makropoulos 
secret” to live to the ripe old age of 
339. At this point she finally realizes that 
eternal living is also eternal «suffering. 
and the only reason she wants more of 
life now is because she is afraid to die. 
Her arguments have effect on the vari- 
ous individuals who anxiously seck the 
magic formula for themselves, and when 
the document containing the secret is 
passed around everyone turns it down 
in fear. 

Altho the proposition is rather drearily 
expounded, there 1s an engrossing ele- 
ment in the play. The idea grips and in- 
trigues; it also arouses expectations that 
are not exactly fulfilled in the final out- 
come. But what the affair needs most 
is some sparkle and a littie action, 


Another bad feature in the exposition 
is that ‘the audience, which is permitted 
from the start to be in on the Secret 
known only to the 339-year-old woman, 
must carry this knowledge all thru the 
performance, altho the information is 
withheld from the other characters in 
the play until the final scene. This is 
equivalent to making the audience do 
more than its ordinary share in the writ- 
ing of the play. : 

Finally; several jarring 
struck by the use of commo! 
American cusswords that are not at all 
in harmony with the rest of the dialog 

As to the acting, Helen Menken’s in- 
terpretation of the Methusalemically in- 
clined madame must go unchallenged be- 
cause there are no standards by which 
to judge the behavior of a woman with 
sO many years and so much experience 
to her credit. However, Miss Menken 
talks and deports herself in a manner 
that is credible enough to serve its pur- 
pose. She is radiant and weary by turns, 
as the script requires, and all tgru her 
performance she maintains an undercur- 
rent of weariness that might well be the 
disposition of a woman who has lived so 
many years. 

Lester Vail, as one of the gentlermen 
who are smitten by the charms of the 
woman in the case, puts a little too 
much tensity and spirit in his work and 
thereby pushes his portrayal beyond the 
reasonable bounds of reality. Even the 
most ardent and most desperate lover 
ought to have moments of calmness—if 
only for contrast Besides, it is only in 
rare instances that a suitor gives violent 
or high-pitched expression to his léve,

It 
now contains all the old standbys of pre- 
war melodrama and mystery fare, its 
emphasis is on perils exposed long ago 
and its plot is a rehash of the tales that 
once hid between those yellow paper 
covers. There is some very excellent 
writing in Tangled Lives. Lines and bits 
of characterization here and there in the 
first act promise much but the desire for 
“drama” tops and kills it all. Exceed- 
ingly bad writing is atso much In evi- 


dence. The author supplies, for example, 
a speech which ends with “ . just as papa 
and mamma are.” Again his choice of 


words is confusing in lines 
“ . . she is pleased or bored. I'l! bet she 
sleeps on a board.” Faults of this kind 
would ordinarily be caught by a stage 
director. In this production the author 
himself directed; another case in point 
that a playwright is too close to his 
work to realize interpretation and effect. 

Withal the cast gives a splendid per- 
formance. tuth Mero, in the ingenue 
role, is an absolute find. She has great 
beauty, a most convincing Innocence and 
an acting ability that is equaled by only 
few of Broadway's youthful actresses. 
Miss Mero handles her emotional scenes 
with reserve and is charming in her 
naturalness thruout the entire play. A 
few minor faults might be pointed out 
in her technique, but on the whole she 
leaves little to be desired. Edward Sea- 
brook, in the juvenile role opposite Miss 
Mero, is satisfying except in his emo- 
tional scene in the last act. He is un- 
convincing at this point due to a degree 
to the lack of suitable material Here 
and there he shows a tendency to over- 
play and rant, but a quieting can easily 
be attained. Olive Valevie, as the re- 
venge-seeking French girl, is magnificent 
in a fiery role. She is conserving in her

The play 
is actually that bad. 

Altho the author has labeled his work 
a “human comedy”, there are only rar: 
and very light touches of the human in 
it, while the comedy is of the slam-bang 


variety that falls more appropriately 
under the heading of burlesque. It is 
all very lowbrow. The numerous in- 


credulities in the play include a lengthy 
telephone bit in which “central” does 
nearly every word of the talking. 
Mamma Berman's patient ironing of all 
20 sides of a little white collar also is 
so patently mechanical that its unreality 
provokes comment among members of th 
audience, and most of the other house- 
hold business does not even attempt to 
look real 

In short Money Business is just a 
Plainly manufactured family squabble in 
a lower East Side flat, with the scen 
of activity later changed to a duplex 
apartment facing Central Park West 
The squabbling this time is centered in 
the desire of a Jewish mother to mak: 
lots of money quickly and easily, and 
the whole story is as superficial as it is 
incredible. There is not one geéenuin: 
throb of emotion in the entire affair 
The first act is almost complete in Itself, 
climaxes and everything, and th: 
second act likewise could provide a 
suitable closing without the aid of an- 
other session But between one device 
and another things are stretched out for 
the full time. 

To return to Lew Fields, on whose 
shoulders the success of this venture de- 
pends, there is no doubt that many thea 
tergoers will consider it a privilege and 
a treat to see the trusty comedian in 
action once more. His sparring partne: 
on this occasion is a husky and money- 
mad Jewish wife instead of a fat little 
Dutch comedian, and the new combina- 
tion, aided and abetted by various other 
members of the family and outsiders as 


well, is sufficient to create a generous 
amount of laughter. Fields is still so 
spry that he is able to do a Jewish 


Charleston dance, and his ability to hand 
out the comic comebacks is still with him. 

The supporting cast is not as efficient 
as it might be in feeding Fields and 
complementing his work. Pola Carter, 
as the ambitious mother, does fairly well, 
but she works perfunctorily and shows 
little sense of comic valueS Harry 
Lyons, in a juvenile role, is altogether too 
impersonal in tone and attitude. He just 


recites his lines atirily when his cues 
come around and doesn't bother about 
making himself a part of the_ picture. 


Emily Earle is more natural and sinceré 


as the ingenue Her opportunities are 
small but she does justice to them 
Luther Adler, as the hero in the story, 


also handles his small part very credita- 
bly. A. J. Herbert is good as the vil- 
lain, while William Ricciardi makes an 
interesting and amusing butler. Alois 


France, Jr., and Arthur Wood play their 
brief detective roles in a competent 
manner.

Biscayne Fronton 
To Open February 1 


Elaborate Theatrical Arena Will Be Scene of 
Varied Entertainment 


Miami, Fla., Jan. 22.—America’s most 
elaborate theatrical arena, to be known 
as the Biscayne Fronton, will be opened 
in Hialeah, just northwest of the city, 
February 1. This is intended chiefly for 
the Spanish contests of jai alai, but wil 
also include theatrical programs and 
entertainments. 

The announcement was made by Sam- 
uel Pinanski, vice-president of the New 
England Theaters Operating Company, of 
Boston, and vice-president and managing 
director of the theater. The Biscayne 
Fronton is being built at a cost of $900,- 
000, the principal financing company be- 
ing the Miami Beach Amusement Com- 
any. Other officers are Harry Leavitt, 
president; Jacquin Casteneda, vice-presi- 
dent and manager, and George Worley, 
Jr., secretary and treasurer. 

The fronton has a seating capacity 
of 4,000. It is constructed of steel, 
granite, concrete and marble, with a mar- 
quise entranee for motor cars, and of 
Spanish design. A Parisian roof garden 
will be on the upper floor with a sunken 
glass dancing floor. The orchestra will 
be in a huge shell. Electric elevator 
service will be provided. 

The theatrical programs planned in- 
clude opera, drama and musical comedies. 
Forty players recently arrived from 
Spain for the jai alai games. They are 
being cared for in a dormitory and 
trained in American sports. A band of 
20 musicians will furnish music during 
the games. 


Huge Amount Is Spent in

Boston, Jan. 23.—A recapitulation of 
the amount of printing used in exploiting

Begin- 
ning at $400 the premium will be $10 
nd no theft loss under $25 will be cove 
ered Tewelry and furs are limited to a 
certain amount: for instance, on a $2,000 
policy only $700 of it may be in furs or 
jewelry. No claim will be valid unless 
the local police authorities are notified 
within 12 hours after the loss. All such 
losses must also be immediately reported 
to the nearest agent or representative of 
company.

Union Musicians Can’t 
Play With Nonunion 
In Vaudeville Acts 


New York, Jan. 23.—Musicians who 
a os roles in musical vaudeville acts 
are forbidden to perform unless the other 
musicians in the offering are also mem- 
bers of the American Federation of Mu- 
sicians, according to a change in the 
national by-laws of the organization 
governing vaudeville acts which are 
musical in character. 

The Official Journal of Local No. 802, 
A. F. of M., issued this week, calls at- 
tention to the change in the law which 
rules that “a member accepting same 
must see to it that each one performing 
is a member of the American Federation 
of Musicians. It is not permitted to 
perform with nonmembers.” 

It is also announced that by a réetent 
decision of the governing board of the 
local contractors are notified that when 
“accepting road engagements under local 
conditions from theatrical managers who 
are not members of the International 
Theatrical Association, Inc.. a bond or 
guarantee must be deposited with the 
secretary insuring the payment of 
salary.” 


Sid Hall Out of Loew Bill 


New York, Jan. 23. — Sid Hall and 
Company. who opened last Monday at 
Loew’s State Theater, ended their en- 
gagement at that house after Tuesday 
night’s show instead of playing the full 
week.

This mixed team did a straight patter 
cross-fire act in 1924. Now they are 
appearing in a vehicle which has a neat 
little plot, altho not very original, and 
which affords them a splendid opportunity 
to display their genius for comedy. Their 
old act contained many wisecracks that 
clever and clean. In the vehicle 
they are now in, they also get across 
some good, original dialog. And to boot 
there is efiacted a pleasing little skit. 

They open in one, running across the 


semi-darkened stage. The cop on beat 
asks whither they hasten. It develops 
that they are eloping. Thereupon the 


policeman voices his opinion that they 
will rue it. And towards the end of 
the act they —almost. Acting as a 
drunk the man, in the second scene, gets 
some good comedy acrors by confiding to 
the audience his forebod'ngs about going 
home. The couple are now supposed to 
be married. and hubby has been on a 
spree. A lot of laughs in this bit. 

There are even more laughs in the next 


scene, which reveals twin beds, wife 
asleep in one of them. Hubby manages 
to crawl into his bed, after sprawling 


about the room, eliciting many a laugh 
by the way he conducts himself. Wifie 
is awakened, and there follows a quarrel 
scene supposed to be characteristic of 
married life. The. scene ends with both 
bent upon getting a divorce. 

The final scene is in the divorce court.

There are even more laughs in the next 


scene, which reveals twin beds, wife 
asleep in one of them.

Wifie 
is awakened, and there follows a quarrel 
scene supposed to be characteristic of 
married life. The scene ends with both 
bent upon getting a divorce.

Spoiling Musicians 


Men With Prominent Bands Now 
Doing Free-Lance Dates To 
Demoralizing Extent 
New York, Jan. 23.—That the prolific 
recording musician is an evil to the or- 


chestra business and that no bands can 
be truly great as long as this condition 


persists is the opinion of a leading 
authority on orchestras and others af- 
filiated with that profession. 

In at least two cases important or- 
chestras have been all but demoralized 
because members of the combinations 


were in great demand for recording by 
other orchestras, and in one instance a 
high!y meritorious combination was com- 
pletely broken result of this 


up as a 
condition. 
Musicians playing a steady engage- 
ment, it is argued, can’t be fit and in 


form if they get thru in the sma’] hours 
of the morning and are required to be 
at a recording laboratory a few hours 


later. And yet those most in demand 
refuse to ignore this lucrative extra 
work, some even going so far as to 


threaten a walkout if their leaders insist 

on more rigid and conscientious attention 

to the job. 
So drastic the 


has situation become 


that some leading orchestras, offered 
handsome propositions for out-of-town 
engagements, have been compelled to 


decline these opportunities to enhance 
their reputations and enlarge their purses 
because the most important members of 
these outfits wouldn't sacrifice their 
recording dates. 

The musicians can’t be entirely blamed, 
however. One well-known musician, 
considered the country’s ace exponent of 
the instrument he plays, played six 
record dates last week, which brought 
him a sum that exceeds his weekly 
salary. Side money which one couldn't 
exactly expect the boys to laugh off.

New York, Jan. 23.—The Maxine Mid- 
night Club, in West 40th street, which 
Was one of the 41 places placed on the 
padlock list by United States Attorney 
Buckner on New Year’s Eve, was visited 
by a city marshal who carried all of 
the furniture and fixtures to the street.

Victor To Release 
Southern Folk Songs 


New York, Jan. 23.—Nat Shilkret, of 
the Victor Talking Machine Company's 
laboratories, returned here after an ex- 
tended trip to Virginia and adjacent ter- 
ritory where he acquired a catalog of 
about 30 real American folk songs. 
Shilkret, who is famed as an absolute 
authority on music and an arranger of 
note, leads the International Novelty Or- 
chestra for the Victor records among 
other activities. He found that the peo- 
»le who sang the folk songs he collected 
i Virginia were dead, that there are 
few who remember them now and of 
course that the present generation does 
not know the songs at all. This hindered 
him somewhat in getting authentic manu- 
scripts and copies, but he managed to 
complete the job before returning north. 

The Victor company plans to release 
all of the songs both as vocal and in- 
strumental numbers. Several of the 
larger music houses are angling for the 
publishing rights or at least an oppor- 
tunity@to get in on the ground floor in 
getting them out. Th» huge success of 
the Prisoner’s Song waltz, a ruling hit, 
is an example, it is said, of the quality 
of the old folk numbers. 


Chicago Bellhops in Vaude. 


Jimmy Dale, of New York, has organ- 
ized in Chicago a hot combination 
known as the hicago Bellhops, which 
has been given a route over Loew Time 
following successful Western dates. The 
band opens February 1 at Loew's Lon- 
don, going to New York later.

Only Standard Plays 
For Actors’ Theater 


New Works: Will Not Be Con- 
sidered Unless They Meet the 
Test of High Quality 


New York, Jan. 23.—The Actors’ 
Theater, which *will present as its next 
offering Henrik Ibsen’s Hedda Gabbler, 
opening next wéek at the Comedy Thea- 
ter, has commiityed itself to a program of 
standard plays and will hereafter become 
essentially a ré¢vival theater. This de- 
velopment, incidentally, dispels the 
various rumors that have been circulated 
to the effect that the organization would 
curtail its activities. 

The commitment to the policy of 
standard plays. was made voluntarily, 
without the slightest suggestion from the 
underwriters of the organization. As 
a matter of fact, the policy is more or 
less the development of experiments made 
last year. In accordance with this de- 
cision, the program of production will be 
made up of the ‘classics chiefly, with new 
works introduced only at such time as 
they meet the test of high quality. A 
play like What Price Glory?, for instance, 
would be welcomed because of its in- 
trinsic merit, aside from its wide appeal. 

The Actors’ Theater, which has the 
distinction of being the only. producing 
force in America operated by and for 
the acting profession with no profit pos- 
sible to any individual, now has aims 
which may be compared to those of the 
Comedie Francaise or the Moscow Art 
Theater, altho the latter organizations 
are supported by government appropria- 
tions, while the American group must 
depend upon the support of public-spirited 
citizens until such time ag the venture is 
firmly established thru a Clientele of play- 
goers who appreciate dramatic master- 
pieces.

G. K.’s Plays 


The success of G. K. Chesterton’s Magic 
at its original production by Kenelm and 
William Foss at the Little Theater some 
years ago has made many people wonder 
why the in-more-than-one-way-great Eng- 
lish humorist has not turned his attention 
to the theater since. Recently, however, 
an adaptation of his mystical detective 
story, The Man Who Was Thursday, was 
put on in Russia, where. of course, the 
ordinary European conditions of copy- 
right do not o»tain. The Ru sian adapter 
had made The Man Who Was Thursday 
@ sort of vindication. of communism, 
which, considering G. K¥s views. is rather 


amusing. Apparently, however, G. K. 
did not share in the joke, which was for 
once decidedly against him, and when 


the version was to have been presented in 
Middle Europe he prevented this. A new 
version has now been made by his sister- 
in-law and Ralph Neale, and this, as I 
previously announced, will shortly be seen 
at the Everyman. 

Another Chesterton play will follow 
shortly on the heels of the Everyman pro- 
duction and deals with the life of the 
great 18th century English lexicographer. 
Doctor Johnson is to be presented at the 
BRirmingeham Repertory Theater under Sir 


Barry Jackson's management. 
The Queues and Booking 
In my recent discussion of the queue 
versus universal theater booking I pro- 


nounced wholeheartedly . favor of the 
latter. Since then Frederick Harrison. 
the cannv and responsible manager of 
the Haymarket Theater, has adopted the 
booking of his theater thruout. He has 
not merely set aside certain hours of the 
day for pit and gallery booking. as has 
been discussed by some managers, but 
gives his patrons all the facilities for 
cheap booking enjoyed by those who pay 
higher prices, 

This movement has often been dis- 
cussed in past years by the theater men 
and in the press, but St. John Ervine’s 
recent articles in The Observer, to which 
I have referred. brought the matter to 
a head and Ervine has followed these b 
further controversy in The Daily Mail. 
At the same time I doubt whether all 
the West End managers will adopt this 
principle. Numbers of them are _ im- 
pressed by the volume of correspondence 
which they have received from their pa- 
trons deciring continuance of the present 
queue system. There -is undoubtedly 
something to be said for both points of 
view, for a number of pitgoers are casual 
theatergoers and do not like to be bound 
down to any particular, night, so

Living so close to New York we have 
been accustomed to look to that city 
as the sole source of good amusement 
and cultural values, and in doing so we 
have often entirely overlooked our own 
treasures of art at home. 

It is therefore doubly a matter of con- 
gratulation that record audiences have 
been witnessing the splendid performance 
of Eugene O'Neill's play, Desire Under 
the Elms, by the Century Players at the 
Opera House this week. Bayonne’s ap- 
preciation of this performance is as much 
a tribute to itself as is the splendid stag- 
i acting to the members of the 
c entu ry Players. 

The play is a most difficult one to 
produce. Walter Huston’s enactment of 
the role of the old farmer in the New 
York showing was regarded as a sensa- 
sation. yet the performance of the same 
role by Mr. Greene of the Century Play- 
ers appears just as pleasing to those who 
have witnessed both presentations.

Rogers and House Are 
Acquitted of Piracy Charge 


Injunction, Invoked Under the Common Law, 
However, Stops Them From Using Play 


Chicago, Jan, 22.—At a hearing befor: 
United States Commissioner Glas 
Wednesday Harry Rogers and Billy 
House were freed of a piracy charg: 
lodged against them by Margaret Eck- 
hardt. Miss Eckhardt alleged that Rogers 
and House pirated her play, called Jerry's 
Honeymoon, which was shown at. the 
American and Lincoln theaters in October, 
1925 Rogers and House were arrested 
on a Federal warrant at that time and 
put up bonds of $2,500. At the sam: 
time Miss Eckhardt asked for an injunc- 
tion restraining Rogers and House from 
using the play. 

At the hearing Miss Eckhardt said sh: 
had a copyright of June, 1922. On cross 
examination she testified that the play 
had been shown by Dalton Bros. in Jan- 
uary, 1922, and that she had handed out 
copies to the director and the actors 
without any notice of copyright thereon 
Commissioner Glass held that because of 
the distribution of the play without copy 
right notice the play became common 
property, and discharged Rogers and 
House. 

The injunction, invoked under common 
law, restrains Rogers and House from 
using the play until matter again comes 
up for a hearing, which the attorneys say 
may not be for two or three years.

The tour will include 54 performances in 
10 Eastern and Southern cities, and the 
guarantee funds in these eities exceed, so 
it is said, more than $1,500,000. Imme- 
diately after the last performance in Bos- 
ton, on Saturday evening, February 6, the 
company will go to Baltimore, where two 
operatic performances will be given, one 
on February 8 and one on February 11;

Butterfly, Otello, 
Carmen, Il Trovatore and others yet to 
be selected will be presented in the new 
Miami Coliseum. The presentation of this 
opera festival in Miami was made possible 
thru the enormous guarantee fund raised 
by the Florida hotel companies and en- 
terprising business men.

Mutual Circuit shows were well es- 
tablished for the current season's pres- 
entations ere the issuance of franchise- 
Operating rights to Jack Singer. Singer 
had to take what he could get at very 
short notice in the way of equipment and 
company; therefore if his production and 
presentation isn’t up to the standard set 
by the M. B™A. for shows on the Mutua! 
Circuit all due allowance should be 
madé for Singer. 


The house program credits Markwood 
and Singer with the compilation of the 
burlesque and both &ave drawn from 
their bag of tricks many old, familiar 
bits, with littl or no attempt at camou- 
flage. 


Mickey Markwood, comique-in-chief, is 
the same personable, likable, sloppily 
attired tramp, who has the ability to 
evoke laughter and applause. Having 
had cause sufficient to commend Mark- 
wood highly in the past for his inimitable 
mannerism in handling comedy, we wer 
disagreesbly surprised on Tuesday to find 
that he had discarded his own individual- 
ism for a poor imitation of Walter 
Brown's manner of working at Minsky’s 
National Winter Garden prior to the 
cleaning up of presentations at that house 
by Tom Bundy. Markwood’s repeated 
extension of his trousers and reference 
to the woods became boresome. 


Lou De Vine, a short-statured, classy- 
clothed Dutch comique, handled his lines 
and scenes in a manner that Indicated 
that he could put over much better 
burlesque, 


Harry Beasley, a tall, classy-attired 
straight man, with an indistinct delivery 
of lines at times, did the best he could 
with the material he had in mind and 
the same is applicable to the character- 
bit men, J. Albert Ridgaway and Sam 
Bratchl. - 


Edna Somers, a bobbed brunet with an 
intellectual face and modelesque form, 
put her numbers over like a prima 
donna while appearing in classy, colorful 
soubret strutting costumes, thereby lend- 
ing much class to the presentation. 


Caroline Ross, a dazzling blond in- 
genue-soubret, heretofore noted for her 
Orientalism in dance numbers, was more 
than usually modest on runway and 
stage. Gertrude Avery, a personally 
pleasing singing and dancing soubret, 
put pep and personality aplenty into her 
every number. 35 


Singer having little or nothing to 
choose from in the way of choristers at 
the time of organizing his company, had 
to take what he could get, and at that 
he didn’t get much, 3eing somewhat 
bored with the presentation we hoped to 
Stick it out to the finish, but the goose- 
Stepping actions of Markwood in pursuit 
of Miss Somers in a moving picture re- 
hearsal were too obnoxious for even a 
hard-boiled burlesque attendant Ike our- 
self and we walked out in disgust during 
the opening scene of the afterpiece. 


Why a man of Markwood's knowledge, 
experience, likable persenality and_ in- 
disputable talent and. ability will wast 
his time in such actions on the stag 
is beyond our understanding. Why Pro- 
ducing Manager Singer, who was in per- 
sonal attendance, permits it, and why a 
woman of Miss Somers’ apparent intel- 
lect didn't walk out of the scene is 
equally inexplicable. 


Singer has our sympathy, but it is 
very evident that in letting the presenta- 
tion go as it was put on Tuesday he Is 
following the way of least resistance.

Morton Brown, whose Sir Andrew 
Aguecheek in Twelfth Night has had a 
tendency to sharp tones, has quite mel- 
lowed the modulation of his voice as the 
Rev. John Wilson in The Scarlet Letter, 
and bis characterization of the old min- 
ister is gentle, impassioned and sympa- 
thetic Walter Duggan as the Governor 
is also using the softer’ pedal on his voice 
and at the same time rounding out his 
tone into fuller quality and deeper im- 
pressions of meaning 

As in all productions under the diree- 
tion of Richard Boleslavsky, the individ- 
uality of minor characters and the mass 
effects of larger groups are a distinguish- 
ing feature of The Scarlet Letter. Of the 
characters in the play each one has 
some special individuality that adds to 
the completeness of the composite whole 
as much as do the _ individualities in 
Boughton’s painting. Among the gossips 
and townsmen of the first scene the de- 
tail in this respect is a matter of nice 
shading in contrasts. There is the gentle 
mother with her babe (Blanche Tancock), 
the one Goodwife in the mob that sym- 
pathizes with Hester, and in contrast to 
her is the adamantine Puritan atom 
(Peggy Cheney), who grinds her scoffing 
teeth to the end of the play and who 
walks away from the dying Dimmesdale 
unbending and unmoved. 

As an outward show of theatrical plot 
and action, Miriam Stockton’s dramatiza- 
tion and its mood and stylization at the 
American Laboratory is not for factory- 
town audiences. For playgoers who saw 
something in Outward Bound there is a 
real attraction in this treatment of Puri- 
tan psychology and dramatic ‘technique. 

And then there is the colonial dialect 
spoken by the actors. A professor of 
English left this note at the theater after 
seeing the performance: 

“The play gained very much by the 
training of the actors in colonial speech. 
This part of the performance is a fine 
ideal and a splendid example—this idea 
of directing actors to learn speech con- 
temporaneous with the period of the play. 
Appreciation of literature is largely 
gained thru the ear. Consequently I 
commend as a master stroke this effort 
in dialect and congratulate the acting 
company on executing it so well. We 
may look forward to the day when pro- 
fessors will read Shakespeare and Pope 
in the speech of the time.” 

In Taming of the Shrew there was free 
quently a feeling of discomfort in the 
audience lest Estelle Winwood was strain- 
ing her voice in some of the violent 
clamors of Kate, and Rollo Peters did 
considerable straining in raucous tones in 
the part of Petruchio. In fact his hoarse- 
ness at times demanded that he clear his 
throat in the middle of a speech. For- 
tunately nothing went so wrong that the 
propertyman had to bring a pitcher of 
water and a drinking glass onto the 
stage, but the theater may come to that 
if Shakespeare matinees continue. All 
this is but a reminder that trained voices 
and very adaptable voices are quite as 
necessary to the larger purposts of 
spoken drama as they are for the singer. 
The rapidity of speech and animation of 
speech on Mr. Peters’ part was quite the 
thing fer this performance, but the voice 
itself was none too restful to the ear and 
at times was unpleasant. 

Horace Braham runs a little into

Rufus Le Maire, specialist in dancing 
shows, has turned aut another in Sweet- 
heart Time. Taking the farce Never Say 
Die as a framework, the producer and his 
aides have passed up most of the comedy 
possibilities contained in the script and 
spotted dancing specialties in their 
places. There are solo dances, duets and 
ensembles, extensive in variety and 
breathless with speed, and the numbers 
are liable to pop out unexpectedly at any 
time, from anywhere and by anyone. 
And all of them are good. 


Sweetheart Time is more or less a suc¢- 
cessor to Betty Lee. It is familiar, tho 
none the less attractive, in setting, and 
for reasons that are not hard to find, the 
same uproarious toe-shooting bit per- 
formed by Hal Skelly and Joe E. Brown 
in the previous production has been 
transplanted to the present affair. In 
the hands of Eddie Buzzell and George 
Le Maire; however, the specialty is not 
as much-of a riot as it was on the for- 
mer occasion. Besides it has lost some of 
its edge. 

But the dancing is the thing in Sweet- 


heart Time. Curiously, tho, the leading 
man and leading woman are about the 
least active in this respect. It would 
seem that. both for the sake of con- 
sistency and as a keynote, a dancing 
show ought to be headed by dancing 


principals. However, regardless of who 
supplies it, the dancing is there. 

Two yeung boys named Bob Gordon 
and Harry King are among the leaders in 
the foot action. They have a good sup- 
ply of stepping ability and speed, and 
they sell their stuff for a big hand. 

Another excellent team is made up of 
Starke Patterson and Laine  Blaire. 
Patterson's versatility and Miss Blaire’s 
charm, combined with the dancing talent 
possessed by both, meet with a hearty 
reception. 

Dorothy McNulty, who stood out like— 
not a sore thumb, but a brilliant gem— 
when she appeared as one of the Six 
Little Dippers in Sky High, again takes 
the house by storm with her graceful 
acrobatic whirling. It is not athletic 
ability alone, but this ability combined 
with showmanship, a flashy smile and a 
winning personality, that makes Miss 
MeNulty a little sensation all by herself. 

Marion Saki and Al Sexton, who play 
the second lovers, also contribute some 
excellent dancing, and there are good 
specialties by Dorothy Van Alst, Bobbie 
Breslaw and Alice Wood. A brief Span- 
ish dance is well executed by Rita Del 
Marga, and several members of the en- 
semble step out and do themselves credit 
in individual outbursts. 


Then there is one big dance number, 
the One Way Street affair, led by the 
comic Harry Kelly, that proves unusually 
interesting. This specialty really ought 
to be the hit of the show, but its pos- 
sibilities are only half realized. Kelly 
starts it off very nicely in a travesty 
vein, Tout the succeeding developments do 
not build up the effect as strongly as 
they should, and as a result the number 
just unfolds itself to a mild finish instead 
of working up to a smashing climax. If 
only the leading man and leading woman 


could assist, and if there were a good 
dancing soubret in the cast, this number 
could be made a knockout. It has a 
good idea, catchy tunes, topical lyrics, 
effective ensemble business and plenty of 
spirit. All it needs is a few highlights. 
Even as it stands the number draws a 


strong hand. 

Another oddity about Sweetheart Time 
is the fact that the gentle Nick Lucas, 
who sings popular songs while he ma- 
nipulates a mandolin, is the outstanding 
feature of the show. He actually stops 
the story in the second act. The show's 
shortage of singing. of course, operates 
to his advantage, but even aside from 
this Lucas has a style of entertainment 
that appeals to a wide circle. 

Eddie Buzzell, as the young millionair: 


whose doctor gives him only a month 
more of life, gives an amusing and 
thoroly likable performance, and Mary 


Milburn, who stirs up reminiscences of 
Billie Burke, plays gpposite him in a very 
charming manner.

The I. A. calls attention to the fact 
that they have several cases of alleged 
intoxication under consideration and to 
the members of the union give assurance 
that upon evidence of guilt penalty will 
be meted out. House stewards and busi- 
ness agents of local unions are to be 
adjudged guilty of violation of the In- 
ternational Law of the L. A. if they fail 
to report any case of intoxication coming 
to their attention. 

According to the I. A. laws, a broducer 
is not required to give any notice when 
firing a stage employee who is in- 
toxicated The I. A. also reserves the 
right to penalize by fine or suspension 
any members who are drunk during a 
performance.

Holds Ladies’ Night 


Second of Season Is Brilliant Occasion With 
Big Show 


The Society of American Magicians 
held its second Ladies’ Night of the sea- 
son on Tuesday evening, January 19, in 
the Green Room of the Hotel McAlpin, 
New York. Since it was a Ladies’ Night, 
the 10 members who entertained seemed 
to be possessed of more than the usual 
amount of inspiration. As a result, 
those who attended witnessed as scintil- 
lating and clever a performance of magic 
as they may ever hope to see. 

After a preliminary address of wel- 
come, and a brief resume of the history 
of the art of magic, the genial and 
beaming Frank Ducrot took up his 
duties as combination chairman, master 
of ceremonies, stage manager, performer 
and caliboy. , The rumor that he also 
manipulated the  curtain-strings and 
acted as usher could not be verified. 

Considering the fact that there were 
no rehearsals for the show the perform- 
ance was run off with surprising smooth- 
ne s on the society’s own portable stage. 
Altho the magi had not rehearsed their 
numbers, it is strongly suspected, judging 
from the excellence and _ professional 
style of the piano-playing that was in- 
cidental to some of the acts, that Daisy 
White had been doing some rehearsing 
on the sly—and on the piano, of course. 

I. I, Altman opened the entertainment 
with the vanishing cigaret stunt and 
some card tricks. Gene Irving followed 
with some miscellaneous feats, among 
them the cutting and restoration of the 
cloth,s some card tricks, and the pro- 
duction of rabbits, hot dogs, and closed 
by drawing water from a boy’s ear. 

. F. Foster explained the place the 
distracting of attention plays in a magi- 
cal performance, and proceeded to il- 
lustrate his lecture with a practical 
demonstration. 

Al Myers, accompanied by his ven- 
triloquial doll and his Southern drawl, 
followed with some pleasing ventrilo- 
quism. David Roth, visiting New York 
from Los Angeles, did not forget to 
show up and amazed the audience with 
some marvelous memory feats. He drew 
sincere and prolonged applause. He had 
some good stories, too. 

William Bard, and later, Jack Miller, 
did some card tricks that were novel, 
winu ing, entertaining —and enuinely 
mystifying. Leo Ruhlman handled some 
plates in expert fashion, juggling them 
in a manner which betokened the fact 
that he hadn’t paid for them. Frazee’s 
imitations, especially the “grandfather” 
one, were a “wow” and threatened to 
hold up the proceedings. 

Frank Ducrot closed the show, and in 
the parlance of the vaudeville artistes, 
also stopped it. Probably instigated by 
the rumor set afloat at the last Ladies’ 
Night that he never finished his p2per- 
tearing that night because he didn’t 
know how, or handn’t enough paper, 
“Duke” set to work this time to com- 
plete the task. The completed carica- 
ture set all vicious rumors to rest. He 
followed his paper-tearing with his 
manipulation of three hoops, thumbs tied 
securely. Which was a fitting climax to 
the evenine’s entertainment. 

The anticlimax was the serving of 
refreshments, which was more appre- 
ciated, by some, than the climax proper.

Berlin News Letter

ERLIN, Jan. 7.—Mr. Charles Ringling

The American film industry definitely 
conquered the German market by the 
contracts signed between the UFA and 
the combined Famous Players-Lasky- 
Paramount-Metro-Goldwyn companies in 
the big deal previously intended for the 
Universal Corporation. Carl Laemmle 
spent two very busy weeks for this pur- 
pose in Berlin, but finally hesitated in 
granting the proposed $15.000,000 loan, 
and the contract now entered into with 
the above companies was the climax of 
a sensational neck and neck race to ob- 
tain an important share in the UFA in- 
terests. Laemmle already held special 
rights thru a preliminary contract. Re- 
linquishing a portion of these rights the 
company was able to obtain an agree- 

ment guaranteeing the showing of the 
masertty of its pictures in the UFA chain 
of theaters thruout Germany, with a 
guaranteed profit on every picture. 
Famous Players and Metro-Goldwyn pic- 
tures will also be distributed among the 
UFA exhibitors, but they will be ex 
ch anged for an equal number of the Ger- 
man films to be imported into the United 
States. By means of this agreement the 
American companies will be able to send 
as many pictures to Germany as are 
needed to conquer the market, while they 
will not be hampered by the restrictions 
of the German “law contingent” which 
limits the number of imported films to 
the number sent out from Germany. To 
obtain this right the Metro-Goldwyn- 
Paramount organizations have agreed to 
advance credit in dollars for 10 years at 
7% per cent interest, amounting to 
$4,000,000, to enable UFA to cover its 
debts to the Deutsche Bank. In addition 
plans have been worked out for the joint 
American-German production of movie 
plays, since the majority of the German 
films have failed to impress American 
audiences in the past. This procedure 
is considered here as the first step toward 
an international trust of the movie field. 
What may be termed as the first effects 
of the new agreement are the sale to 
America of three of UFA’s last super- 
productions, Vaudeville, A Waltz Dream 
and The Farmer of Texas, and also the 
release of Emil Jannings himself to go 
to America for the Famous Players Com- 
pany on April 1 on a three-year contract. 

Lia di Putti is suing Sam Rachmann 
over a contract which she closed a year 
ago with the American film manager and 
by which she was obliged to pay Rach- 
mann 25 per cent of her salary if under 
$100,000 per year and 50 per cent if over 
that figure. Rachmann was supposed to 
book her for America, but according to 
her evidence failed to do so in spite of

directly. By virtue of the contract she 
was, however, bound to deal only thru 
Rachmann, and since sue signed the 
agreement for five years’ duration she 
applies to the court to call the contract 
null and void. Judgment was deferred.

F' R what we believe to be the first 
time in the history of amusement 
le publications, The Billboard 
this week publishes a necrology of 1925 
—a list of people directly connected with

between January 1 and December 31. 


The list was compiled from the 
obituaries published in The Billboard 
weekly during the past year. We would 


not say that it is a complete record, par- 
ticularly as regards deaths in foreign 
countries, but it is as complete and ac- 
curate as it was possible for us to make 
1t, 

The number is surprising and hardly 
believable. By actual count we find there 
are 1,411 listed, an average of 27 a week. 
These represent every branch of the 
amusement world, both outdoor and

ANY suggestions have been of- 

fered by performers, managers 

and show people in general as to 
how tabloid performances may be made 
to appeal to a greater percentage of 
showgoers. All of these have their 
good and bad points, it is true, but a 
suggestion seldom heard and one which 
might produce the needed result is the 
incorporation of newer musical num- 
bers. Many people who occasionally see 
the larger productions, but are regular 
tabloid followers, complain of the age 
of the musical numbers used by various 
companies. 

Recently in a city of about 75,000 
population, three companies, considered 
standard attractions, played a theater 
during consecutive weeks—and each 
featured practically the same musical 
numbers, everyone of which had at- 
tained its greatest popularity more than 
a year ago. During the first week near- 
ly every number was applauded heavily, 
but the second and third weeks hardly 
a ripple was heard at the conclusion of 
these numbers, and in one case the 
singing and the rendition was a good 
50 per cent better than the first week. 

There is no denying that every music 
publisher likes to have a hit, and it 
should be, it would seem, just as easy 
for a tabloid manager to arrange to 
have his performers sing the newer 
songs as managers of the larger pro- 
ductions do. 

If the question of copyrighted music 
and royalties arises, some arrangement, 
we feel, could be effected with pub- 
lishers whereby the royalties would be 
commensurate with the receipts—and 
the chances are the extra patronage 
drawn as a result of the singing of 
songs newer than those being used at 
present would fully warrant the ex- 
pense, 

The suggestion at least should be 
worth a trial.

dramatic festivals. Perhaps the term “dramatic festival’ must 

be explained to the modern theatergoer. It was the custom in the 
old days before traveling co —— a common to invite distinguished 
actors to visit a city and appcz in a repertoire of Shakespeare’s 
plays with which they were fami ~all just as dramatic singers of today 
are familiar with Wagner’s operas. The custom resulted in magnificent per- 
formances which lingered long in the public mind. Oijld theatergoers of 
Cincinnati can recall the dramatic festival of 1883, when some of the most 
| distingul: hed actors of America appeared in Music Hall. 


George C. Tyler largely is responsible for the renaissance of the dra- 
matic fest ival. Two years ago he mobilized some of the best actors in the 
ce untry and gave The Rivals as it had not been given since the days of 
similar traveling dramatic festivals, including the revivals of the old play 
by Jefferson and Florence and later by a group of players of which Julia 
Marlowe and Francis Wilson were members. Then came the revival of 
The School for Scandal, with a company that included O. P. Heggie and 
Henrietta Crosman and Jefferson DeAngelis. But next week at the Grand 
Opera Hot Mr. Tyler will present a company that outdoes his twd 
previous companies in the interest of its personnel. C ose Quarters, which 
is Duras’ Demi-Monde adapted by A. E. Thomas, will be given by a 
company includ'ng Elsie Ferguson, Margaret Lawrence, Wallace Eddinger, 
Bruce McRae, Effie Shannon, Geoffrey Kerr and Frederick Worlock. Demi- 
Monde is a great acting play, of which a memorable production was given 
at the Pike Opera House many years ago by Carrie Turner and her as- 
ociates, 
cai The names of the players form a galaxy of stars that have twinkled 
separately in electric signs. It is without doubt the most brilliant com- 
pany mobi'ized these many years. The names of a cast sometimes con- 
stitute a threat. The cast of Close Quarters constitutes a real promise, 
The ill winds of the theater are in a way blowing good to some of us, 
We get the stars in constellations instead of in lone brilliance.

Finest Association Has Ever Held 


Much Enthusiasm Manifested and Delegates Hear Interesting 1alks 


and Discussions---All Old 


Officers Re-Elected---Next 


Meeting in Suffolk 


ICHMOND, Va., Jan. 19.—The ninth annual meeting of the Virginia Association 
of Fairs, which opened yesterday morning at the Hotel Richmond at 11 o'clock, 
was very well attended and is proving to be one of the finest meetings ever 


held by this association. 


Rainy weather greeted the early arrivals yesterday morn- 


ing and promised to dampen the ardor and enthusiasm of the delegates, but along 


about noon the far-famed Virginia sun 
broke thru the overhanging clouds and 
everyone took heart anew and got right 
down to business. Several hundred 
delegates and visitors were on hand for 
the opening. Approximately 41 of the 45 
member fairs were represented by one or 
more delegates; visitors were on hand 
from, North and South ,Carolina, West 
Virginia and Maryland; showmen, book- 
ing agenfs and representatives of the 
allied branches of the amusement busi- 
ness came from everywhere to be present 
at this meeting. All roads certainly led 
to Richmond yesterday. Many interest- 
ing talks and much enlightening discus- 
sion has been aroused on the various 
problems confronting Virginia fair men 
and many delegates will carry away from 
here with them solutions to some of their 
most troublesome problems as well as 
much other valuable information about 
fairs and how to run them successfully. 
It’s a wonderful meeting! 


Morning Session 


At 11:15 President H. B. Watkins. of 
Danville, Va., called the meeting to order, 
immediately following which the roll was 
called. Ag Hon. Dr. J. Fulmer Bright, 
Mayor oft Richmond, had just gotten 
back from ‘a weék of hard work in New 
York in connection with a bond issue, he 
did not feel well enough to come to the 
meeting, so Capt. J. M. Shepherd, Director 
of Public Safety, delive a short ad- 
dress welcoming the delegates and 
visitors to Richmond and offering them 
the freedom of the city. Following these 
few interesting words the reports of the 
membership, grievance and legislative 
committees was read into the records of 
the organization. 

Reminiscence of My Official Connection 
With Our Fair was the title of a speech 
Hon. Harry Flood yrd, governor-elect 
from Winchester, Va., was to have made, 
but he was unable to attend due to pres- 
sure of business. Col. T. Gilbert Wood, 
agricultural agent Norfolk & Western 
Railway Company, Roanoke, Va., was 
the first speaker of the morning, his 
subject being The Relationship of Fairs 
to the Community. Col. Wood made 
@ very interesting speech during which 
he showed how closely~ connected the 
fairs of this great State and of this 
great country are to the various com- 
munities and the people who-go to make 
them up. Col. Wood stated there were 
2,200 fairs in this country, including the 
small community fairs, and that during 
1925 some 30,000,000 people visited them. 
He showed how the winning of prizes 
helped the farmer find a ready market 
for his products, and discussed in de- 
tail many of the problems facing the 
fair secretaries in this immediate vicinity, 
offering several suggestions as solutions 
of those problems. Col. Wood’s speech 
was chockful of interesting statistics. 

Col. Wood discussed the desirability 
of publicity for fairs, advertising, boys 
and girls’ club work, suggesting that all 
fair secretaries should adopt the follow- 
ing thought and act on it: Thou shalt 
enrich and enlarge the life of the country 
child. He for one fully realizes the debt 
owed to the boy and girl of America. 

The Colonel visited 34 fairs in six 
States in the past year and during his 
speech made many observations on things 
he had picked up while visiting. In con- 
clusion he hoped that “the fairs of Vir- 
ginia would sail upon the sea of justice, 
be wafted by the winds of prosperity 
and anchor in the harbor of success,” and 
took his seat amid much enthusiastic 
applause.

L. O. Jacobs of Anoka was elected vice- 
president, R. F. Hall of Minneapolis was 
re-elected secretary and Charles S. Lewis 
of Fairmont was re-elected treasurer.

Registering an attendance of 50,197, the 
Biue Earth County Fair at Mankato was 
placed first in 1925, R. F. Hall, secretary 
of the federation, announced. With secre- 
taries of 72 out of 101 county fairs in 
Minnesota reporting, the standing is: 

First—Blue Earth County Fair at Man- 
kato, 50,127. 

Second—Redwood County Fair at Red- 
wood Falls, 48,000.

Windom, 40,000.

Sixth—Brown County Fair at New Ulm, 
20,500. 

Murray County ir at Slayton, Scott 
County Fair at Jordan, Todd County Fair 
at Long Prairie, Waseca County Fair 
and Dodge County Fair at Kasson, all 
tied for seventh place, with an attendance 
of 20,000 each. 

The 72 fairs reported a total attendance 
of 1,188,700, with total combined receipts 
of $1,086,259. 

Permanent improvements were author- 
ized to the extent of $117,000 during the 
past year. 

At the same time the State Agricultural 
Society met and fixed the dates for the 
annual Minnesota State Fair for Septem- 
ber 4 to 11, and elected the following 
officers : 

Herman Roe, Northfield, re-elected 
president; Carl Sivright. of Minneapolis, 
re-elected first vice-president. Managers 
from the Second, Eighth and Tenth dis- 
tricts, whose terms expired this year, were 
re-elected for the next three years. They 
were William F. Sanger, of Windom; D. 
D. McEachin, Hibbing, and John A. 
Stoneburg, Cambridge. 

Elizabeth Ries, Mayor of Shakopee, told 
of women’s activities in county fairs and 
urged that the premiums for women’s ex- 
hibitions should be increased to give suf- 
ficient remuneration for the efforts in 
preparing the exhibits.

President of Association 


Lincoln. Neb.. Jan. 19.—The Nebraska 
Association of Fair Managers, which held 
its annual convention in Lincoln January 
18 agd 19, unanimously passed a resoly- 
tion barring all gambling devices or 
games of chance from fairgrounds in this 
State This action followed a debate on 
the question: “Resolved, That it pays 
financially to allow gambling devices to 
operate on county § fairgrounds.” The 
negative side won the debate by a 2 to 1 
decision. 

The affirmative 


speakers were

Fairfield; R. S. Cowen, of 
Albion, and C. C, Congleton, of Kearney. 
and the negative team was composed of 
John Quig, of O'Neill; A. B. Woods, of 
Gering, and A. H. Miller, of Kennard 

The affirmative speakers contended 
that it was not the function of a fair 
board to attempt to change the evil in- 
clinations of mankind and drew a dis- 
tinction between various grades of gam- 
bling as “honest” or “dishonest”. Mr. 
McKelvie argued that it paid financially. 
He had@ sent out a questionnaire on th: 
subject. It was asserted that such gam- 
bling devices as are permitted on fair- 
grounds have ae distinct educational 
value in that they teach the very young 
the folly of games of chance. he con- 
cession money paid by the gamblers con- 
stitutes a large source of income, the 
speakers said 

On the negative’ side instances of 
prosperous fair associations which per- 
mitted gambling of no kind were cited 
The speakers held that money received 
in the way of concession charges was 
lost at the gate. As an educational fac- 
tor it was practically nil, they declared, 
and the same lesson could be learned with 
less trouble and expense than at the 
fairgrounds. “As for an honest gambling 
device there is no such thing,” Mr. Miller 
concluded. 

The question was argued on the fi- 
nancial side of the issue, but the moral 
side also received much attention. An 
address by Attorney General O. S. 
Spillman on Law Enforcement preceded 
the debate.

Parks are buying rides and other fea- 
tures more freely than for several sea- 
sons past This buying is not confined 
to any one part of the country but is 
quite general, and is a healthy indication 
of prosperity in the park field. 

Mangels Factory Hustling 


W. F. Mangels, of the W. F. Mangels 
Company, Coney Island, N. Y., advises 
that there is much activity in his factory 
at the present time and that orders for 
rides are numerous. The old whip at 
Kennywood Park, Pittsburgh, has been 
dismantled and in its place a fine 16-car 
whip has been built, covered with a steel 
building, placing the ride completely un- 
der cover as mentioned in last week’s 
issue. Several other parks also are con- 
structing whips. /

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Idle Rumor 


Is the Way Report That Belle Isle (Detroit) 
Amusement Zone Is To Be Done 
Away With Is Characterized 


A rumor that reached The Billboard 
last week to the effect that the amuse- 
ment zone on Jefferson avenue, Detroit, 
in the vicinity of Belle Isle bridge, was 
to be done away with this year has be 
thoroly investigated and is found to be 
without foundation in fact, the rumor 
being merely a repetition of idle talk that 
has manifested itself frequently in this 
connection over a period of several years. 

From time to time during the past 
three or four years—or longer—The RBill- 
hoard has carried news items regarding 
Belle Isle amusements and their vicis- 
situdes, whenever there wer “fact 
stories” available, but has not “spread” 
these stories, believing that no good 
could be accomplished by playing them 
up. 

This latest rumor scarce needs con- 
tradiction, but for the sake of accuracy 
The Billboard sought out the facts, which 
are, substantially, as follows: 

Last November a vote was 
the city of Detroit with regard to the 
Belle Isle amusement zone. The vote 
was simply an advisory opinion on the 
part of the electors, merely signifying 
that if the city council, in whom alone 
there resides the power of condemnation, 
wishes to take steps to condemn all this 
amusement property on Jefferson avenue 
for the purpose of establishing a city 
park, then the people of the city by the 
majority vote cast expressed their ap- 
proval of it. It should be understood, 
however, that the city council could, at 
any time it pleased, proceed with con- 
demnation without consulting the elec- 
torate. 

The city council is in no way bound 
to take action on condemnation no mat- 
ter how the city at large votes om any 
such proposition. The vote is simply an 
opinion. The opinion is sometimes fol- 
lowed and sometimes not In the face of 
a large majority vote favoring the in- 
stallation of a trolley line on Belle Isle 
bridge, the council has properly seen fit 
to have no such trolley system installed. 

In other words, the vote taken on the 
condemnation of the amusement zone 
practically means nothing. The zone is 
just as far removed from condemnation 
today as it was 15 years ago. It is true, 
of course, that there are certain forces 
at work in the community that desire 
such condemnation and are working very 
hard to bring it about. If these efforts 
are ever to prove successful it will take 
at least several years to induce the coun- 
cil to proceed. Nor te there any guaranty 
that they will be successful at all. At 
the present time Detroit has no zoning 
system and there is nothing to prevent 
the erection of a duplicate amusement 
section either right across the street or 
immediately east of the present district. 
Steps are being taken to obtain a zon- 
ing law, but in all probability it will be 
a number of years before such a law is 
found acceptable to the city. Hence 
amusement men are not worrying about 
the outcome of the efforts now being 
made and are going ahead with business 
on the assumption—which seems to be a 
sound one—that condemnation, if it is 
to come at all, is still some time in the 
future.

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Great Development in 
New York’s State Parks 


Auburn, N. Y., Jan. 19.—The first 
revelation of the magnitude of State 
park development progress in Central 
New York is given in the initial report 
of Secretary James B. Taylor of the 
Finger Lakes State Parks Commission, 
created April 1, 1924. 

State bond issues voted at the elec- 
tions of 1924 and 1925 provide nearly 
one and a half million dollars for park 
development in the Finger Lakes region. 

Today there are nearly 3,000 acres 
of the most beautiful country in the State 
under the jurisdiction of the Finger 
Lakes State Parks Commission. This vast 
tract, including four glens from one to 
two miles long, claims the greatest chasm 
east of the Rockies, a waterfall 50 feet 
higher than Niagara anj other natural 
wonders not rivaled in the Empire State. 

The report takes up the individual 
progress made in development at each 
park. At Watkins Glen the New Moun- 
tain Park pavilion is now in course of 
construction. An outlay of $100,000, now 
available, will be necessary. 


Next steps in Finger Lakes Park 
devel + pens | hinges on legislative action. 
“Much ork is planned and ready for 


edtemplishing once the disputed bond is- 
sue funds are available,” the report af- 
firms. “If the money fs forthcoming 
soon, another year should show marked 
advances in the development, for the com- 
mission’s technical staff has plans ready 
to proceed.”

Finest Association Has Ever Held 
(Co tinued from page 80) 
he was wholly unprepared to speak he 
made a very good talk and could have 
continued long or Be he had sat down 
as far as his hearers were concerned, for 
he held their interest because besides 
talking on a subject that fs coming in 
for much consideration—and rightly so— 
of late he is a very good talker. 

According to Elcan, the prime object 
back of this junior movement Is to 
develop leadership among the boys and 
girls, and thru them to teach the rural 
bine better agricultural methods. An- 
other moving factor is the idea of mak- 
ing country life appeal to the male and 
female youth of the rural districts so 
that they will not be so keen to run off 
to the city. Elcan, too, was armed with 
many statistics concerning thie work they 
are doing among the youths from 10 
to 18 thruout Virginia. There are 17.000 
members among the youngsters and they 
are exhibiting at fairs thruout the 75 
counties of the State, 65 per cent of them 
making detailed reports on their efforts 
which affords the State College a chance 
to properly check up. The value of the 
crop raised by these young enthusiasts 
runs up close to $324,166. These exh bits 
have during 1925 brought their young 
supporters $16.673 in cash prizes. The 
junior movement is making fast headway 
in this State and will soon come into its 
own. 

Following Elean’s speech the meeting 
was thrown open for an Open Forum 
during which the members were Invited 
to “ask the other fellow something you 
want to know about fairs.””. Many ques- 
tions were asked and all of them were 
answered. This discussion was entered 
into wholeheartedly by members and 
visitors alike. Many fairs outside of 
Vircinia were heard from during this 
hour, among them North and South 
Carolina, West Virginia and even Mary- 
land, a delichtful and enthusiastic fair 
secretary-member of the fairer sex set- 
ting forth her observations on the Junior 
Movement. She told with much pride 
how some of the youngsters among her 
prize winners were going abroad to com- 
pete with the youth of Europe 

A member who had attended the meet- 
ing of the Michigan Association of Fairs 
read into the records a message he was 
asked to bring to the Virginia associa- 
tion. A good-natured discussion took 
place as to what fair had thrown its 
gates open to children one day during the 
fair for the greatest number of years. 
One man claimed the honors with a five- 
year record, but he was shortly put to 
rout by several members; before they 
got thru the prize went to a fair that had 
been doing it for 30 years, that ending 
all discussion on that subfect. It was

Utah-Idaho Fair 
Circuit 

Pocatello, Id., Pan. 22.—Horse racing, 
king of sports, will be run on the fair- 
ground tracks of Utah and Idaho next 
fall in uniform programs and with purses 
of the same amounts for all localities, it 
was decided here Thursday, when repre- 
sentatives of the Idaho-Utah Fair and 
Racing Circuit Association met in annual 
convention. 

During the coming season there will 
be a greater effort made at all events 
in the two States to bring harness horses 
up, in the public eye, to the plane now 
occupied by runners. Fair officials will 
at the same time carry on their efforts 
toward the co-operation of harness and 
running horse men, sadly lacking in the 
West since the now historic and almost 
forgotten cowboy first thrilled to the 
pounding hoofs of stec¢ky range horses 
in pioneer holiday events, where racing 
played the major part, 

George Dunbar, of Logan, president of 
the Cache Valley (Utah) Fair, was 
elected to head the Idaho-Utah organi- 
zation during the coming year. E. J. 
Fjelsted, Pocatello, was chosen vice- 
president, and J. M. Markel, of Filer, 
was re-elected to the offices of secre- 
tary-treasurer, 

air dates in the two States were ar- 
Tanged as follows: Twin Falls County 
Fair, Filer, Id. September 7 to 10; 
Cassia County Fair, Burley, Id.. Septem- 
ber 14 to 17; Southeastern Idaho Dis- 
trict Fair, Blackfoot, September 21 to 
24; Box Elder County Fair, Tremonton, 
Utah, September 21 to 24; Cache Valley 
Fair, Logan, Utah, September 28 to 30, 
and the Utah State Fair, Salt Lake City, 
October 1 to 7. 

In the hands of a committee consisting 
of George Stearns, Pocatello horseman; 
E. J. Fjelsted, and L. S. Cardon, speed 
superintendent of the Utah State Fair, 
the following race program, which will 
be used by all fairs in the district, was 
prepared and adopted by the association: 

FIRST DAY: 2:22 trot, purse $400; 
2:14 pace, $400. SECOND DAY: Free- 
for-all trot or pace, $500; %-year-old 
trotter pace (hopples. barred), $300, 
THIRD DAY: 3-year-old trotter pace 
Chopples barred), $400; 2:25 trotter 
pace, $300. FOURTH DAY: 2:17 trotter 
pace, $400; consolation trotter pace, $3090. 

This program pertains only to harness 
horses, and running horse races will be 
staged under the same plans that have 
been followed during past years. 

The Ada County Fair, which will be 
held at Boise this year in place of the 
Idaho State Fair, will be limited to Idaho 
horses only, it was stated. No dates for 
this event have yet been set. Canyon 
County will also stage a similar event 
at Nampa, Id., under practically the same 
limitations. There will be no harness 
races at this event. ° 

Shortly after the convention opened at 
the Chamber of Commerce rooms at 
Pocatello the old question, long a battle 
between race-track men and fair officials. 
of the inability of harness horse men and 
running horse men to work together, 
tropped out, and E. 8. Holmes, manager 
of the Utah State Fair, took the field 
of battle for harness horse racing—not, 
however, from the standpoint of pari- 
mutuel betting. 

Declaring that horse racing in Utah, as 
well as the fairs themselves, would be 
operated at a loss to the State if pari- 
mutuel betting. which was legalized at 
the last session of the Utah Legislature 
by the passage of the Lynch law, is 
abolished, Mr. Holmes opened an address, 
which, before it was concluded, ran the 
entire gamut of the racing game.

An elaborate banquet was the closing 
event. It was held in the main dining 
room of the Ruffner, with Judge Reese 
Blizzard, of VWarkersburg, president of 
the National Trotting Association, sery- 
ing as toastmaster. Each of the repre- 
sentatives of county, associations who 
gave talks was optimistic over the 
prospects for a successful season next 
fall. They went so far as to predict that 
the success of fairs in West Virginia will! 
be reflected in other States, with the 
country as a whole taking greater in- 
terest in the annual expositions than 
ever before. 

J. B. Sydenstricker, the guiding spirit 
of the Greenbrier Valley Fair at Lewis- 
burg, served as presiding officer of the 
convention, Sherman C. Denham, the 
popular president of the State associa- 
tian, died last June and several tributes 
were paid to him by the speakers. Mr 
Sydenstricker is vice-president of the 
association. 

Bert Swartz, of Wheeling, veteran 
fair man, secretary-manager of the West 
Virginia State Fair in Ohio County and 
secretary of the State association, served 
as secretary of the convention, assisted 
by Mrs. Eva J. Swartz Mr. Swartz 
helped organize the State fair at Wheel- 
ing 35 years ago and has been connected 
with the exposition ever since 

Speakers at the afternoon session in- 
cluded W. H. Gocher, of Hartford, Conn 
secretary of the National Trotting Asso- 
ciation; Judge Reese Blizzard, of Park- 
ersburg, president of the same associa- 
tion; W. L. Tabscott, of Lewisburg. 
representing the Greenbrier Valley Fair, 
and E. E. Cottrill, of Sand Fork, rep- 
resenting the Gilmer County Fair. 

Following the dinner in the eventing 
the concession men were given an audi- 
ence and several of them made brief 
talks. 

Beginning his duties as toastmaster 
Judge Blizzard paid a tribute to the 
harness horse, saying that it was love 
for the animal rather than profits that 
keep most owners of horses in the rame 
He first introduced -Mr. Cottrill, president 
of the Gilmer Fair. 

Senator Harvey Marsh, of Parkersburg, 
was the next speaker. He declared that 
he owned neither horse nor hound, “but 
there is no sport that gives me greater 
pleasure than a horse race or a fox 
chase.” 

Mr. Swartz referred briefly to the early 
days of the fairs in West Virginia and 
told about the organization of the State 
association at the Clarksburg meeting in 
1920 He paid a tribute to the lat 
referred to as the “best 
president the association has ever had.” 

Mr. Gocher was the chief speaker at 
the banquet He paid tribute to horse 
flesh and told about the activities of his 
association in the effort to ban the “out- 
law” in the racing game. He also gave 
the fair men a number of pointers which 
he urged them to try out this year. 

Among other things Mr. Gocher de- 
clared that “the minister of the gospel 
is indispensable to horse racing.” 

“You can't cet along without the 
preacher,” he declared. “If you get all 
your preachers talking against your pro- 
gram of races and preaching sermons 
about your iniquitous’ attractions you 
can't help but have a ‘full house’ every 
day.” 

During the course of his talk Mr 
Gocher declared that the “trotter is a 
real advertisement to the United States,” 
adding that “horses from this country 
are sent to all parts of the world.” 

The concession men, several of whom 
gave talks, urged more free attraction 
at the fairs. They pointed out that fre: 
exhibitions attract possibly more persons 
to the fairs than any other feature

of Brooklyn, who possesses a charming 
voice, sang several selections, while piano 
solos were presented hy Arlene Smith 
and Mrs. J. W. Crist, each of whom is 
an artist of merit.

Day, as Bobby Wheeler: Margaret Wat- 
son, as Cora Wheeler; P. J. O'Connor, as 
Mr. Wheeler; Emily Cuyler Hammond, 
as Mrs. Wheeler; Lois Winter, as Della; 
Jack Arlynn, as Hubert Stem; Elizabeth 
Forrester, as Mrs. Martyn, and John 
Richards, as Dinwiddie. All of the play- 
ers are members of the class of 1925-'26. 

The students’ performance in the tried 
and true comedy was as a whole meri- 


torious, altho within the lignits of its 
class, and there was distinct promise 
that the famous old Academy, now in 
its 42d year, will again swell professional 
ranks. 

The work of Lawrence Leslie in the 
role of Clarence was particularly note- 
worthy. He displayed a thoro under- 
standing of the character; his interpre- 
tation showed little effort to follow tra- 
dition, but in its originality was satis- 
fying and clear cut. Leslie has ease, 
his technique is developed to a remark- 
able extent for an amateur, his voice is 
well controlled and distinct and he has a 
likable personality. While he was ad- 
mirably suited physically to the role of 
Clarence, one gained the feeling during 
the course of the play that he was not 
necessarily a type actor, that he had 
range of characterization. Further ex- 
perience and the hand of a good director 
should make a Broadway player of this 
chap in a short period. 

Robert Day handled the small brother 
role capably. His diction at times was 
a bit mixed and he was a little fidgety 
between speeches, both of which faults 
could easily be overcome. Lois Winter 
stood out among the feminine members of 
the company in the minor part of the 
maid. She was promising in every way 
except for an inclination to_hog the cen- 
ter of the stage and to wander toward 
the footlights. Florence Moore was at- 
tractive to look upon, but her perpetual 
smile was rather wearing. In her 
speeches she did not seem sure of her 
meaning and she listenad very badly, 
continually dropping out of the picture 
to laugh with the audience. Her voice 
is pleasing, however, and her future pos- 
sibilities are bright under strict direction. 
Margaret Watson gave a very much up 
and down performance in the role of the 
lovesick girl. At the “up” moments she 
Was excellent, especially in the final 
scene of the piece. Steadiness should be 
her aim, it would appear. P. J. O’Con- 
nor had a difficult time trying to appear 
twice his age, John Richards played a 
butler adequately, Elizabeth Forrester did 
well with a@ very small part, Emily 
Cuyler Hammond was a little weak as 
Mrs. Wheeler, but held up her end, and 
Jack Arlynn was satisfactory if a little 
boisterous and showy ‘at times. 

All in all the performance lacked pace. 
The players were slow in picking up cues. 
Here and there the stage pictures were 
unbalanced, but considering the hurried 
production for a single showing, the of- 
fering was generally acceptable. Its 
value as entertainment compared favor- 
ably with many regular attractions. 

The students will offer for the second 
matinee at the Lyceum Theater, January 
29, Horace Annesley Vachell’s one-act 
comedy, Evarannie, and Edward Percy's 
three-act drama, If Four Walls Told. It 
will be the first presentation in America 
for both plays, according to the Acad- 
emy’s announcements.

Closing Session 

About 10 o’clock President Allen got 
the concluding session of the meeting 
started, the opening business being the 
announcing of a partial list of the 1926 
fair dates.

Immediately following this the horti- 

ture fair of the United Shoe Ma- 

inery Company was admitted to mem- 

rship. Then followed the final report 
of the special committee on co-operative 
publicity, whose report caused much dis- 
cussion and resulted in a decision to try 
this plan again this year so that it may 
have a thoro trial, the same committee 
continuing in power. The round-table 
discussion was then opened, the question 
as to whether or not Massachusetts 
should have a dynamometer being one of 
the main topics. All seem agreed one is 
needed, but are not satisfied with the 
terms of conditions of the plan upon 
which they are sold, so a committee of 
five of those most interested and who 
have gone deepest into the subject was 
selected to take the matter up with the 
manufacturers and attempt to strike a 
better bargain. Free attraction contracts, 
pass problems and night shows were not 
discussed, tho on the schedule, but con- 
cessions were talked over, it being de- 
cided that each fair is to furnish Mr. 
Kennedy names of concessionaires with 
whom the members of the society have 
had unsatisfactory dealings. 

The treasurer’s report was next read, 
showing $640.76 taken in and a balance 
now on hand equaling $107.54. This re- 
port was accepted 

The following officers were then elected 
for the ensuing year: Charles A. Nash, 
of Springfield, president; Walter Rapp, 
of Brockton; C. W. Warner, of Great 
Barrington, and John Tuck, of Worcester, 
vice-presidents; A. W. Lombard, re- 
elected sec retary-treasurer ; Hon. Eben S. 
Draper, of Hopedale; L H. Sawyer, of 
Topstield; Ernest Leach, of Bridgewater ; 
Oscar Belden, of Northampton, and John 
Bartlett, of Nantucket, members of the 
executive committee. After the new 
officers and directors were introduced, 
Lombard was voted a rising vote of 
thanks for his hard work and his many 
accomplishments, Nash took over the 
chair and called the posting adjourned.
